PROPOSED LIGHTHOUSE. 
IMPROVEMENTS. AROUND 
. HONGKONG. 
It is, now more. than twenty-eight © years 
ago that the local authorities commenced 
the important work of lighting the approaches 


to the harbour of Hongkong by erecting a' 


small granite tower with a fixed light on the 
south-west end of Green Island. Successive 
adniinistrations have added to that aid 
to navigition, and since the Green Island 
light first lashed across the waters much has 
been done to improve the’ service for 
which captains of steamers, pilots, under- 
writers and steamship owners, who have 
reaped the benefits, have reason to be 
thankful., At the present time there are 
four liglithouses and three beacons under 
the administration. of the British’ Govern: 
ment in Hongkong, and .we would strongly 


‘urge that the ultra-parsimonious policy of the 


Government be set aside—now thatthe opium 
farm contributes so handsome ai augmenta- 


tion to.our revenue—and other jiousus and’ 


beacons be constructed to render safer the 
‘navigation of the approaches to Hongkong. 
‘Too much stress cannot be laid upon the 
fact that no expenditure can be too great tu 
afford any and every facility by which the 
shippitig trade ot the Colony is ta be fostered. 
We owe our very existence to that trade, 


‘and the capital at-home, in foreign countries 


and Hongkong, which, has been sunk in the 
enterprise that has so largely contributed to 
buildup ourshipping statistics to the enormous 
volume uf 23,000,000 tons for this port yearly, 
is surely ‘deserving of our consideration and 
our earnest cajoling.” Since the lighting 
of Gap Rock, in 1892,” the work of ship- 
masters in making the port from the south 


betwedn the hours of sunset and sunrise |. 
has been simplified, and a great. advantage 


has accrued to mariners leaving this anchor: 
age. by the Green Island Channel’ when 


bound to the southward on the approach ‘of’ 


night’: To ocean-going craft it is one of the 
most important lights on the China coast, 
as a vessel coming up from Singapore has a 
thousand miles to.run wiiliout sighting land 
until some eighteen miles from the Rock 
when, at night, she can pick up the white 


light and proceed towards Green Island. |. 


At present, we believe it is impossible to 
see the lesser light until Gap Rock has been 
left some considerable distance behind, 
and when it does appear it might at first be 
easily mistaken for a junk’s light. 
understand that it is proposed at an carly 
date to remove the apparatus on Cape 
D'Aguilar to Green Island thus enabling 
mariners to pick up the light belore: losing 


sight of the one on Gap Rock. Since the 


Waglan Light ‘was acquired from the 
Chinese Government after ‘the.cession of the 
New Territories, that on Cape D’Aguilar. 
has been discontinued so that its removal 
will ‘not’ entail any loss to navigation. The 
fixed ‘Tantern on the: little island off West 
Point, which at present throws a fixed white 


‘light in the direction of Lungting and a red‘ 


across the Kellett Bank is going todo duty on. 


Cape Collinson, opposite the Futimun Pass, 


where a red light, visible in clear weather for 
a distance of six miles, has been exhibited 


since 1875. This cliange should prove’ of’ 
great advantage to coast going steamers and 


especially, those running to’ Shanghai and 
northern coast ports. The. Cape, is the 
most 


Channel and Waglan, and as the Green 
Island light,’ which it is proposed to 
place on. it, cai ‘be -secn twelve miles 
in, clear weather the. importance .of :the 
exchange is obvious.
